Russian Press Awakening to Fact that 
Question of American Jewish 
Passports Has Been Raised.

m.—[{By Atlantic Cable.} The Rus- 
sian press is awakening to the fact 
that the question of American Jewish 
passports has been raised. The Novoe 
Vremya this morning follows the lead 
of the Journal de St. Petersburg, the 
semi-official organ of the Foreign Of- 
fice, in its denial of the right of a for- 
eign country to “make overtures for 
classification of our population under 
the fiction of right acquired by nat- 
uralization” and comments with 
amazement upon the article in a re- 
cent number of the Paris Sieele., 
wuich represented President Roosevelt 
as a new Moses, seeking to impose 
upon Ruesia liberal treatment of Rus- 
sian Jews naturalized in the United 

States. 

The Novoe Vremya proceeds to be- 
rate the United States for presuming 
to interfere in Russia’s internal af- 
fairs, but finally dismisses the whole 
matter as “‘An American election man- 
euver.”” 


SHUT-DOWN AT PULLMAN. 


Every One of the Seven Thousand Em- 
ployees of the Immense .Car 
Works Idle.

CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—The immense 
Pullman car works at Pullman are 
shut down today and practically every 
one of the company’s 7000 employés is 
idie. The workmen were told to take 
their tools with them when they left 
the works, and from this Infer that 
a considerable period of idleness con- 

fronts them. 

The closing of the big car works sat 
the “Model “ity” came when the 1500 
workers in the repair department were 
laid off. That had been the only 
branch of the plant in operation for 
some time, and its closing left not 
more than 100 men at work, just 
enough to put the finishing touches of 
what little work remained on hand. 

About five-sixths of the Pullman em- 
ployés are members of unions. The 
plant has operated on the open-shop 
basis, however, ever since the 1894 
strike, when the union cause was de- 
feated. Union scale wages have been 
paid by the company, and there has 
been complete satisfaction on this 
score. Complaints were made by the 
company, it is said, that high wages 
brought about the closing of the 
works. Inasmuch as these wages were 
claimed to be in excess of the scales in 
effect in other plants of the country. 

The shut-down of the works has 
been gradual during the last three 
weeks, two or three departments being 
closed at a time.

Corps of Dwarfs as Officials and At- 
tendants for the Imperial Children. 
History of the Nations Taught With 
Hundreds of Puppets—Life at the 
Petit Villa. 


{New York Times:] When at the age 
of twenty-four hours, the little Czare- 
viteh Alexis Nikolaelviteh was on Au- 
gust 13 surrounded by his imperia: 
father and a cordon of Russian dig- 
nitaries and formally made honorars 
colonel] of the Finland Guards at Villa 
Alexandra, near St. Petersburg, he re- 
ceived the first of twenty-two titles 
which will be conferred upon him as so 
many steps to the throne of all the 
Hussias. 

Here In America the ceremony was 
regarded as a sort of imperial comedy, 
and as such provoked a democratic 
smile. America was amused. But’ by 
the royal baby himself it will event- 
ually be regarded as the first act in a 
serious enough drama—a drama which 
thus beginning in seeming comedy, may 
at any moment and without warning 
end in tragedy. Hence the many and 
ali but impassable barriers behind 
which the son of Nicholas IL must tod- 
die and walk to his crown. 

Until the baby Czarevitch reaches the 
walking age he will be confined closely 
to the imperial nursery of Villa Alex- 


andra of Peterhof, suburb of St. Peters- 


burg. This at least has been the cus- 
tom of the Czar and Cszarina with 
their four daughters—the Grand 
Duchesses Olga, aged 9; Tatiana, 7; 
Marie,5, and Anastasia, aged 3 years,

ever seen what is called the petit villa 


in a corner of the great park at Peter- 
hof.

Appanages are paid monthly 
in advance in new bills and coin fresh 
from the mint, and the children store 
their treasures in safes of their own, 
to which each carries a key. * 

As to the table, the children are pro« 
vided with a daily menu with a view 
of keeping them in good health. They 
may choose between expensive and less 
costly dishes, pfovided the latter are 
as nourishing as the former, Then, too, 
if a little Prince or Princess is partic- 
ularly thrifty, be or she may dispense 
with part of his or her entourage by 
sending them on furlough and econo- 
mizing on their table money—a consid- 
erable item in such a. household, 

HOW HISTORY I8 TAUGHT.

SEQUENCE OF EVENTS IN THIS 
INTERESTING CONTEST. 


Narrative Telling How and Why i 
the Crusade Against thé Sixth 
Ward Councilman Started, How

The history of the movement against 
Councilman Davenport, from the be- 
ginning of the assaults upon him to 
the present time, is briefly told in the 
following paragraphs bringing out the 
several points in the case:

The main source is the subterranean 
flow of the Los Angeles River. 

Out in .the San Fernando Valley 
there is lots of water. The farmers 
have devel it. by sinking wells. 
Ah! A little investigation shows that 
the water in these wells is drawn from 
the flow of subterranean streams trib- 
utary to the Los Angeles River. 

That Information spells solution. 

For away back in 1850—Apri] 4 of 
that year, to be exact-—-the Pueblo de 
Nuestra Sefiora la Reina de jos Angeles 
was erected into the corporate city of 


Angeles, and thereby became poe 


sessed of the legal right to “all the 
waters of the Los Angeles River, and 
its tributary streams, within an area 
of four square leagues, having for a 
center the Plaza.”

How simple! 

NOT FAIR NOR SQUARE. 

Said F. J. Hart, manager for the 
Southern California Music Company, 
No, 333 South Broadway: “The p)si- 
tion taken by‘the city isn’t fair, square 
nor honest. It may be technically 
legal. The most unrighteous things 
sometimes are. The city has had fifty 
years or more in which to assert its 
claim to the San Fernando waters, but 
had nothing to say until now. Mean- 
time the valley has been made into a 
prosperous, populous section by honest 
ranchers, whom it is now, without 
warning, proposed to despoil.

NEW ORDINANCE DESIGNED ‘TO 
PREVENT SUBSTITUTES. 
All Oile Must be Branded With 
Words “Coal Oil” or “Gasoline” and 
Seller’s Name and Business Ad- 
drese-—Political Brickmakers Fail- 

ing te Deliver the Goods. — 


@ity Attorney Mathews has com- 
pleted the draft of an ordinance regu- 
lating the sale of coa! oi} and gasoline, 

ich ig. intended to lessen the alarm- 
ing number vf explosions and fires oc- 
curring from the use of those hydro- 
carbons 

Only last week a young woman, Miss 
Kisler, was burned to death from -the 
explosion of a lamp into which gaso- 
line, instead of coa! oil, had been 
poured. 

This accident was the direct cause 
of the drafting of the ordinance, which 
Was suggested by Oj! Inspector Black- 
mar. It will be presented to the Coun- 
cil Monday, and as the Legislative 


Committee has already approved it, ‘ 


- there is no doubt of its passage. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful for 

@ny person to sell, give away, or de- 
' liver any kerosene or coal oil, with- 
out, prior to the delivery, ‘securely af- 
fixing to the can or receptacle in 
which the same is sold, a label having 
printed thereon in black letters not iess 
than one-half inch tn height, the words 

“Kerosene” or “Coal Oil.” It is also 

provided that the name and business 

address of the person selling the oil 
shall be printed on the label in smaller 
type. 

Any product of petroleum which 
emits an inflammable vapor which 
flashes at temperature below 8&5 
deg. Fahr. must have prin upon the 
labe] attached the word “"Gasollue.” 
For the gasoline label the letters «re 
to be red, instead of black. 

The ordinance is intended to cover 
the purchase vf small Quantities of 
coal of] or gasoline, for in such «ss%5 
only is there any particular danger. 
It does not apply to the sale of »il o- 
any product of petroleum in quantities 
of more than five gallons. - 

According to the statistics in the O.! 
Inspector's Office. am average of one 
explosi6n occurs every week from the 
use of ova) oll or gasoline. Thus (ar 

this week there have been two ‘such 
accidents, and last week there were 

also two. 

Oi! Inspector Blackmar says these 
accidents are due to iwo causes—~<are- 
lessness and the lack of knowledc: of 
how to properly handle the oj!s. 

A great deal of the trouble comes 
from sending children to the stor» for 
these articles. 

“A mother, for Instance,” says he, 
“sends her boy or giri to the store to 
purchase cva] oil. On the way the 
child falls in with some playmate: 
‘Mamma wants a dime'’s worth of 
kerosene--no, I mean gasoline,’ says 
the child when he finally gets tu tne 
store. 

“*‘Are you sure that it is gasoline 
she wants? questions the grocer. 

“The little one is sure. The can iz 
filled.

If we ‘ird that th< 
can containg ‘wnat k.bel calls for 
it ie clearly a case of carelessness on 
the part of the person using the eil. 
On, the other hand, if find that the 
c contains gasoline when i: is 
marked coal oil, it will make it mich 
-easier for us to gecure a conviction of 
the seller of the substance.”

SPIES ON PULLMANS. 


Conductors and Porters Constantly 
Under the Surveillance of 
Spotters. 

[Chicago Tribune:f It is a common 
source of wonder among travelers who 
are accustomed to buy their comforts 
in Pullman care with liberal “tips” to 
the porter whether that functionary 
wil] soon be competent to retire and 
live on hig accumulations after he is 
tired of work, or will he continue his 
fork over or suffer for its policy until 
he is rich encugh to own the road 
The Pullman Car Company allows its 
men barely enough wages to pay for 
their clothes and the food necessary to 
make their “runs.” 

On the trunk lines running out of 
Chicago the pay of the porter is about 
$20 a month. Out of this he is expected 
to pay forthis clothes required by the 
regulation of the company and for his 
other living expenses. The usual run 
east and west of Chicago is about 
twelve hours, not allowing for delays. 
Most of the men who reach Chicago 
in the morning start on their return 
trips the same evening or the follow- 
ing morning. If the train is late in 
arriving it means so many hours lost 
from the sleep and rest of the Pull- 
man conductor and porters. As a gen- 
eral thing the conductor can count on 
getting from three to four hours’ sleep 
while his train is going or coming, but 
if the cars are anything like full the 
porter connot count on so much as 
that. 

While on the road they get their 
meals at reduced rates from the dining 
cars and the lunch counter in railway 
stations. The employé who gave the 
information for this article kept track 
of his expenses for a year, and struck 
an average of 25 cents a meal, or at 
least $2.25 for the round trip. This he 
considers an underestimate for each 
man’s expenses for food in four trips 
out of five. A porter usually has to 
buy two uniforms a year, at a cost of 
$18 each, and the conductors’ winter 
and summer uniforms cost $20 apiece. 
Shabby dress or neglect of persona! 
appearances is considered a 
meanor. 

The Pullman car conductor gets a 
salary of $75 a month. On each train 
the conductor is held responsibice for 
the Pullman cars and the porters ur- 
der him. If the porters divi'+ their 
“tips” with the conductor, as sor? «f 
the waiters do in the Chicago note's 
with the head waiter, the company is 
presumed to know nothing of it His 
salary is supposed to be sufficient for 
all his personal needs and his expenses 
in the services of ta* comp:.ny Al- 
lowing $20 a month meale bought 
on the road, and & « nonth for his 
uniform, a conductor does well ff he 
gets $50 a month for hiv family ov: of 
hie salary. 

But owing to the system of inapection 
and fines to which the Pullman men 
must submit the chances are the con- 
dugtor will not clear that sum. The 
conductors and porters are under the 
constant surveillance of “spotters,” as 
the train hands call them, “speciol 
agents.” as they call themselves and 
are called on the company's pay roll, 
who report at division headquarters the 
slightest infringement of the rules of 
the company. As a general thing a 
Pullman conductor can no more tel! a 
“spotter” from an ordinary passenger 
than a etreet car conductor in the o‘ty 
can single out the company’s spies that 
are sent around to see that they do not 
knock down any fares. If a spotter 
sees any indication of untidiness about 
the Pullman cars, dust on the window 
sills, scraps of paper on the floor thrown 
here and there by some heediless pas- 
seinger, untidy looking berths or seats. 
soiled bash bowls or towels, he reports 
to the division superintendent, ani the 
conductor has to pay for it. It makes 
no difference that the fault may hive 
been the porter's, or the passenger's, the 
conductor ts held responsible. 

The usual fine for misdemeanors of all 
kinds is $2. A conductor considers him- 
self lucky if he gets off with $6 in ‘ines 
in ten months out of the twelve. This 
makes a big hole in his salary. He his 
no chance to explain or contradict the 
charges. The spotter is believed, ard 
the conductor must sabmit to it or leave

But the greatest bone of contention 
and the most frequefit source of cot- 
plaint is with the magazines and news- 
papers. If a spotter finds a pile of read- 
ing matter tumbled loosely on an unoc- 
cupled seat he reports it. Lf the pas- 
senger happens to be temporarily chat- 
ting with some one in another seai, of 
smoking a cigar, aud sees the con- 
ductor order the porter to straighten 
out or remove the newspapers, he is 
likely to make a row about it. Ignor- 
ant of the rules, he looks upon it «s @ 
piece of unwarranted officiousnesa, 
Then the spotter reports the conductor 
for incivility to passengers. 

This system gf espionage hits the 
porters in a little different way. "Jn- 
less the complaint against them is a 
serious one, in which they are 5us- 
pended at the pleasure of the company, 
his wages are docked for the art'vcles 
lost or stolen from the cara. it is not at 
all uncommon for a passenger to walk 
off with a comb or brush or towels, or 
carelessly smash a tumbler. For all 
this the porter has to pay. if he loses a 
berth check he also hag a fine to pay. 
If he happens to have a keen, appetite 
and an unfortunate month tie porter 
frequently finds that, aside from his 
“tips,” he is actually paying the comn- 
pany for the privilege of working. 


“BIRD AND BEE MAN” 


Col. Brown Tells What Benefit the 
Birds are to Farmers and Horti- 
culturists. 


{New York ‘Times:] Miss Helen 
Gould te entertaining at her home at 
Roxbury, N. Y., the Western natural- 
ist, Col. Isaac W. Brown. Formerly 
in the United States Army, he is now 
known as the “Bird and Bee Man of 
Indians.” He has a scheme for free- 
ing mosquito-ridden Jersey from the 
pests that have helped to make that 
State famous. The disasters to the 
wheat crop, the cotton crop, and all 
other crops that fail are traceable, 
according to the “Bird and Bee Man,” 
to the destruction of birds provided by 
nature especially to exterminate the 
insects, 
Miss Gould sent all the way to 
Winona Lake, Indiana, for Col, Brown, 
having heard of his wonderful work 
with birds and insects. He left sever- 
al hundred etudents and teachers es- 
pecially to visit her. Every time he 
looks out of the window or takes a 
drive he sees something about small 
animal life that escapes the average 
eye. Already he has discovered swal- 
jows nesting under the eaves of Miss 
Gould’s village home and rare spider 
webs on her fruit trees. 

“If the people in New Jersey could 
get plenty of the right sory of birds to 
heip them the mosquitoes would soon 
said Col. Briwn, “Swal- 
lows and purple martins would rather 
feed on mosquitoes than anything else. 
The little pests stand a poor chance of 
living when these birds come around 
in large enough numbers. Swallows 
ought never to be killed, and the farm- 
ers should build high boxes where the 
martins could come to make their 
nests. 

“The English sparrow 
bird that ought to be wiped out. They 
don’t kill insects, but use all their 
energies in fighting birds that’do. The 
increase of this English sparrow is a 
case of survival of the fittest, not the 
survival of the best.” 

Miss Gould has been tramping and 
driving all about the country with her 
guest. She is very enthusiastic over 
his theories for the preservation of 
birds and the extermination of bugs. 
The naturalist’s visit wilt probably 
result in the extending of substantial 
aid to his plans by her. Col. Brown 
has been pointing out to her that 
twelve or fifteen varieties of birds 
have their nests near her house. 
“Every bird has its bug” pretty 
nearly expresses the Colonel's gospel. 
The quail is the great enemy of the 
Hessian fiy, that is proving so disas- 
trous to the wheat crop in the West 
now. The potato bug has begun to do 
untold damage in Colorado since so 
many thousands of their winged de- 
vourers were killed a few years ago 
to afford pumage to women’s hats, 

“The quail ought to be semi-domes- 
ticated,”’ Col.. Brown said to one of his 


is the one 


friends, “If the wheat growers in the 
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West only: realized how these fat, 
timid birds would eat up the files 
they would never go out and kill them 
with guns or catch them in nets. The 
quail is the most prolific bird in exist- 
ence. I think the Lord made it so 
just because he knew how mutch it 
would be needed to fight these insect 
enemies of man.” 

Yesterday morning Col. Brown got 
up at 4 oeclock. He does this every 
morning. he says, He, started out into 
the woods with two or three men 
whom hé had persuaded to get up 
with him. They passed a dead apple 
tree. It looked very commonplace.

HE SIGNIFICANCE OF TODAY'S 
ELECTION. 

There will today be held, in the 
Sixth Ward, an election for Council- 
man. -Stripped of the cloak of pre- 
tense which those who are responsibie 
for this election have attempted to 
throw around it, today’s ballot contest 
is significant in two main particulars; 
(1) It is essentially an unprovoked 
assault upon a public official, and (2) 
it is an attempt to shatter the integ- 
rity and manifest right purpose of a 
city law—the device known as the 
“recall.” A calm view of the casejis- 
closes that other than these there are 
no distinct motives behind today’s 
election in the Sixth Ward. 

The election is the last assault in a 
fong-continued crusade against Coun- 
cilman Davenport. Reverting briefly 
to the beginning of the conspiracy, it 
will be remembered that in the first in- 
stance there was but one charge 
brought against him, viz., extrava- 
gance and malfeasance in office—a 
charge that was subsequently em- 
phatically disproved. Exasperated by 
theis failure to make that charge stick, 
the political and newspaper proscrip- 
tionists who instigated the fight 
against Mr. Davenport renewed their 
crusade, beating the brush vigorously 
for “issues” to be used against him, 
and trumping up almost countless so- 
called “charges,” each and all of which 
were duly proved to be false, malicious 
and unwarranted. It soon became ap- 
parent to the great body of citizens 
that the crusade was not waged in 
good faith, but was nothing short of a 
personal fight aimed at certain other 
persons through Councilman Daven- 
port. In other words, they set out to 
make him the victim of uncalled-for at- 
tacks, hoping to consummate his down- 
fall and thereby humiliate others 


a grievance. There was absolutely 
nothing in Mr. Davenport's official 
record to warrant the assault, but that 
fact did not deter the conspirators. 
Davenport's record is clean, an 
straight as a string. He may have 
made mistakes, but if so they were 
errors of judgment and not of intent, 
and there is no point upon which there 
can be based such a vicious personal 
crusade as that which has been made 
against the honest and conscientious 
Councilman from the Sixth Ward. 
But today’s election has a sig- 
nificance apart from and far more im- 
portant than any consideration of one 
man’s political success. The very in- 
tegrity of the “recal!” provision of the 
City Charter has been assailed. The

RITISH AGRICULTURE. 

The report just published by the 
British Board of Agriculture contains 
some interesting figures showing that 
but a trifle more than, four-sevenths 
of the entire acreage of the islafd is 
under crops and grass, Only 16 per 
cent. of the entire eurface is not ac- 
counted for in the report, and of this 
amount a portion is not susceptible of 
cultivation and the rest is used for 
residentia!, commercial, industrial and 
recreative purposes and devoted io 
small farm-holdings not included {fn 
the annual returns.

675,000 acres which form Great Britain, 
exclusive of foreshore and tida! warer, 
cver 32,225,000 acres are under crops

covered by inland ‘waters. 


district there are thousands of acres 
which the people are ready and anx- 
fous to cultivate, and for which they 
would pay a reasonable rental, but 
which are denied to them because these 
lands are heid by the lords for hunting- 
grounds. Noting the fact that all but 
& comparatively email portion of the 
surface of the island is utilized, Mr. 
Stephens says that much more of it 
would be used were it not for the pres- 
ent land laws. “There is,” he says, 
'“a tendency to reduce the number 
of large farms. The average English 
holding varies in different counties, 
from 123 acres in Northuwmberiand to 
forty-five acres in Cornwall. The re- 
duction in the area of land under the 
plow in Great Britain, which has con- 
tinued annually since 1875, with only 
three slight checks, still continues. 
Last year a further withdrawal! of 172,- 
000 acres from cultivation was re- 
corded.” 

The character of the crops is also 
changing. English wheat, owing to its 
inferior quality, is not popular and its 
cultivation is deglining. Many farmers 
are abandoning whea! growing entirely 
and are sowing their land to barley or 
oats, the latter being the favorite. The 
oats acreage in Great Britain last 
year increased by 83,000 acres, and oats 
now cover more than one-fifth of the 
total arable area of the country. 
~ [It may be remarked that if John Bull 
doesn’t want to raise any wheat at all, 
we can show him where he can buy the 
article, and if he feels like retiring 
from farm life entirely he can get bar- 
ley for hie beer and oats for his 
borses at the same place.

may be determined to be entitled to ft. 
The usages of International law: are 
tolerably well defined In matters of this 
kind, and there is not the slightest 
doubt that justice will be done in this 
case, or that the requirements of in- 
ternational law will be fully satisfied. 


The government of the United States 
has proclaimed an attitude of neutral- 
ity in this unfortunate war between Ja- 
pan and Russia. When the President 
issued his proclamation of neutrality, 
he meant precisely what its words im- 
plied. The case of the Lena will be 
treated in exactly the same manner as 
it woyld have been ‘treated if a Jap- 
apese warship had entered an Ameri- 
can harbor under like conditions. If 
in such a case the veese! is seaworthy, 
it must leave the neutral harbor 
within twenty-four hours, and Is en- 
titled to take on enough coal to carry 
it to its nearest home harbor. Should 
the vessel be found to be in need of 
repairs, the. neutral power which 
grants it temporary sanctuary may al- 
low these repairs to be made, pro- 
vided they be made within a “reason- 
able time,” the necessary time to be de- 
termined after a thorough examination 
of the vessel by representatives of the 
neutral power. The vessel may also 
be allowed to remain in the neutral) 
port until the close of the war, but ff 
she elects to do this she must submit 
to be entirely dismantled and stripped 
of all her fighting equipment. 

The latter course will probably be 
pursued with reference to the Lena, 
From all accounts she js not in a sea- 
worthy condition, and fit is estimated 
that to put her in first-class condition 
will require some six or eight months. 
Moreover, if she ehould venture again 
upon the high seas before the close of 
the war she would be in danger of cap- 
ture by the warships of some of the’ 
nations upon whose commerce with 
Japan she was sent out to'’prey. The 
Lena carries only twenty-five guns of 
comparatively small caliber and eéhort 
range, and while she could easily cap- 
ture or destroy a merchantman, she 
would be no match for even one of the 
smallest of regular war vessels. 

It is reported in a dispatch from 
Victoria, B. C., that H. M. 8. Grafton, 
which left that port several days ago 
to do her annual heavy-gun practice, 
has returned hurriedly to Esquimalt, 
and is held there in readiness for sea 
at a moment's notice. “It is under- 
stdmd," says the dispatch, “that the 
Grafton is under cabled orders from 
the British admiralty to protect Brit- 
ish shipping on the American side of 
the Pacific at all costs. It depends 
upon the decision of the United States 


government regarding the Lena wheth- 
er the Grafton will proceed south to 
watch her, and if any British mer- 
chantman be molested, capture and 
sink her.” 

At all events, as we have said, there 
need be no fear that our government 
will act unjustivy in the case of the 
Lena, nor in any similar case that may 
arise during the war. Our government 
occupies the position of a neutral, and 
as euch it is bound to treat both bel-

Slow Progress Made by Man in Util- 
izing Products Furnished by 
Nature. 

[Chicago News:] In the early days 
of the last century Sir Walter Scott, 
writing to a friend in Edinburgh, said: 
“There is a fool here who is trying to 
light the city with ‘smoke. Sir Wal- 
ter’s “smoke” was not a human inven- 
tion, It was a product of nature's 
laboratory. Accumulations of gas 
from coa) veds found their way to the 
surface, and being highly inflammable 
attracted the attention of men who 
erected altars over them, and their 
perpetual fires were dedicated to the 
gods. For thousands of years the Chi- 
nese have speculated upen the mean- 
ing of the natural gas which has es- 
caped abundantly from the earth in 
several provinces. In 1726 Dr. Hales 
informed chemists that by distilling 
a few grains of coal he had obtained 
a equal number of cubic inches of “in- 
flammable air,” and that, if attempted 
on a large scale, millions upon millions 
of cubic feet of that valuable sub- 
stance could be made and conveyed 
unseen along the highways of the land 
and become the means for obtaining 
perpetual day. In 1813 Sir Walter's 
“smoke’ was burned on Westminster 
bridge in London, and one year later 
the streets of St. Margarets, Westmin- 
ster, enjoyed illumination from gas, it 
being the first parish contracting for 
such a luxury.

“The committee, consisting of Mr. 
Summerland and myself, 
the Council in favor of the Journa) bid, 
on the ground that it was the lowest 
offer submitted. At the 
meeting of the Council, a motion to 
adopt this report was made and lost, 
only four votes being cast in its ‘a- 
vor, whereas it required six to be 
adopted. 

“It appearing there was no possibil- 
ty of reaching an agreement, all of- 
fers were reje-ted. and new bids al- 
vertised for. 

“Again four bids were submitted, the 
Herald and Times reducing their of- 
fers, the Express and Journal remain- 
ing the same as their former bid. (Cf 
these second bids the Journal was still 
the lowest in aggregate amount; and 
again the Supply Committee reported 
in favor of the acceptance of this bid, 
but recommended favorable action on 
the part of the City Council. Again 
the report of the committee was re- 
jected and the entire matter was there- 
upon referred to the committee of the 
whole. In this thody the members cf 
the Supply Committee made earnest but 
ineffectual effort to secure the accept- 
ance of the Journal] bid, the chief ob- 
jection urged by its opponents being 
that the paper was really a class pub- 
lication, and of such limited circulation 
that very few people vate ever see 
the advertisements printed in its col- 
umns. 

“To meet this objection, the proprie- 
tor of the Journal] submitted a proposi- 
tion to pay into the city treasury the 
sum of $1500 to be expended in pub- 
lishing each week in a morning and 
evening paper a synopsis of the Coun- 
cil’s proceedings, thereby giving 
greater publicity to the matters adver- 
tised. Still again, I favored the accept- 
ance of this offer, and made a motion 
that the contract be awarded to the 
Journal with this condition attached, 
but my motion did not even receive a 
second from any other member of the 
Ceuncil. It being perfectly evident that 
consent could not be obtained to award 
the contract to the Journal, it became 
necessary for the Council to pass upon 
the relative merits of the other bid- 
ders, and to determine this fairly and 
intelligently, it was essential to con- 
sider the degree of publicity which 


_would be obtained in choosing between 


the three papers. Upon this basis, it 
was easily shown that the offer of 
The Times was the cheapest one sub- 
mitted, belig two times less than the 
Herald, and two and a half times less 
than the Express. There was abso- 
lutely no question as to this fact, and 


being advised that if the contract was 
not awarded at once legal complica-

Ar- 
mor of the Orange district has served 
for about a dozen years, the last sev- 
eral terms of his period being in the 
capacity of president; M. Nisson of the 
Santa Ana district is servi his third 
term; A. E. Bennett of Tustin, E T. 
Siegfried of Olive and W. G. McPher- 
son have all served terms ranging 
from five to eight years. 

A caucus of Santa Ana stockholders 
was beld last night and a vote of con- 
fidenee expressed in Mr. Nisson's abil- 
ity, naming him as the choice of the 
district for next year.

HREW HIMSELF 
BEFORE A TRAIN. 


SUICIDE OF UNKNOWN MAN IN 
VENTURA COUNTY. 


His Head Crushed, Features Oblit- 
erated and Nothing Found to Iiden- 
tify Him—Harvest of the Bean 
Crop Begine—What the Ranchers 
Say of the Yield. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 


VENTURA, Sept. 15.—An unknown 
man deliberately killed himself this 
morning at Saticoy by throwing him- 
self under the engine of a freight 
train. His head was severed from his 
body. An investigation by the Cor- 
oner showed that the man was about 
40 years of age, of sandy complexion, 
rand dressed as a laborer. Nothing was 
found on his person by which he might 
be identified except a single scrap of 
paper bearing the name “O'Hara.” 
Whether this was the man's name or 
the name of someone for whom he 
sought or had worked could not be 
determined. There is a family of that 


name living near Banta Paula, 

The man hud been seen about Sati- 
coy a few hours before, but whence he 
came is not known. Just before the 
approach of the traim he was seen to 
go toward the track, and as the train 
neared he hurried forward. Just as 
the locomotive reached him he was 
seen to take off his hat and plunge 
forward right in front of the engine. 
It was clearly a case of deliberate sui- 
cide, and the Coroner’s jury so found. 

BEAN CROP ESTIMATES. 

Bean threshing is on in all parts of 
the county, and while in some sec- 
tions threshing is completed, the work 
of getting the crop into sacks wil! not 
be completed for a month at least, as 
there are many fields which are still 
green and growing. In the Camarillo 
region the threshing is much of It 
completed. On the Las Posas and the 
Schiappapietra ranchos the work has 
just begun, while on this side of the 
river a commencement has just been 
made. On the Dixie Thompson rancho, 
which is farmed in subdivisions thts 
year, the thresher is now ready for 
work. There are 1400 acres on this 
rancho in beans in varying stages of 
growth and ripening, some being all 
ready for the machine. It is thought 
all will be ready to harvest by the time 
the machine gets over the rancho. The 
figures on yield vary to a great degree. 
The farmers hold that there wil! be a 
light yield, some figuring on as low an 
estimate as 160,000 sacks. Others give 
250.000 to 360,000 sacks, and still others 
estimate 400,000 sacks. The yield last 
year was in the neighborhood of 650,- 
000 sacks, and all estimates this. year 
are made on the enormous yield of last 
year. It may be found later that this 
year’s yield is a pretty substantia! one, 
after all.
